PM: Army decides pullout pace 

Peres: Dissent helps enemy I Car-bomber fails to kill

There is no room for a further 
decision to speed up the pace of foe 
IDFs pullout from Lebanon. Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres said yester- 
day. 

“The government took no deci- 
sion on the pace of the pullout. 
Military and logistic factors are what 
wifi count.” 

Peres was speaking at a meeting of 
foe Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee which decided by a 
vote of eight against seven on a point 
of procedure not to hold a vote on a 
proposal by Mapam's Victor Shem- 
tov to speed up foe withdrawal. 

Peres said that the operations of 
foe IDF inside Lebanon were based 
solely on military considerations and 
not affected by political considera- 
tions. “The orders are to stay put not 
one moment longer than is neces- 
sary,” he told the committee. 

Peres appealed to Shemtov and to 
others who urge a faster IDF evacua- 
tion to come together in a broad and 
solid consensus on military Issues. 


while leaving the debate open on 
political issues. 

The public dissent in Israel wouid 
merely enhance foe terrorists' pre- 
stige. Peres said. Exaggerated state- 
ments bad been made here after the 
Mem 11a car bomb attack, he said, 
adding that he had asked Ministers 
Ezer Weizman (Yahadl Amnon 
Rubinstein (Shinuij to stop airing 
their views about rbe timing of the 
withdrawal in the media. 

Peres said terrorist arracks would 
not come to an end after the IDF 
withdrew to foe international bor- 
der. 

Evacuation did not mean closing 
the casualty lists, he said. Even if the 
IDF were to stay put in Lebanon, 
there could be no assurance that 
Katyusha rockets would not fall in 
Galilee. 

Urged by some speakers in the 
discussion to order direct strikes 
against terrorist commanders. Peres

Rabin: IDF will act as needed 


The Israel Defence Forces will 
maintain its freedom of action in 
Lebanon when it returns to the inter- 
national border. Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said yesterday. As to 
foe villages across foe lines, they are 
and will be within foe IDF*s reach, 
Rabin said. 

Speaking in Lebanon yesterday at 
a meeting with soldiers who took 
part in Monday's search in Zrariyah , 
Rabin reiterated that foe govern- 
ment plans foe IDFs return to the 
international border, but stressed 
that the IDF will retaliate against 
terrorists who .attack it wherever 
they may be. 

He said the purpose of the current 
policy is to allow the IDF to take foe 
initiative, get to villages harbouring 
terrorists, seal foe vfib.ges, search 
them, and keep the terrorists wor- 
ried. 

“There are no lines and no bor- 


ders that can offer shelter to anyone 
who banns us.” he said. 

Speaking later during a visit with 
injured soldiers at Rambam Hospit- 
al, Rabin indicated that despite Sun- 
day's car-bomb attack in which 12 
Israeli soldiers were killed, there 
would be no change in the policy or 
the timetable of Israel's withdrawal 
from Lebanon. 

Rabin said immediate withdrawal 
was only a short terra answer and 
Israel had to plan for the future. 

The phased withdrawal agreed on 
by foe government was the best and 
only way to achieve Israel's ultimate 
goal of protecting the northern set- 
tlements, he said. 

Speaking on Israel Television last 
night, Rabin said that in the opera- 
tion in Zrariyah on Monday no 
women or children were hurt. The 
television film shot in the village 
proves tins, he said. 


‘Speedy pullback to border 
possible’ - military sources

Military sources said yesterday 
that it will be possible to complete 
foe withdrawal from Lebanon to the 
international border earlier than ori- 
ginally planned, and immediately 
after foe cabinet coders such a move. 

But foe sources added that such a 
cabinet directive may be delayed 
because the political decision to 
complete the pullout will be “a most 
difficult one." The cabinet must spe- 
cifically approve each stage of the 
withdrawal, which was opposed by 
all the Likud ministers but two. 

According to one very well-placed 
source, the area earmarked for the 
final phase of foe withdrawal does 


not contain many camps or other 
infrastructure requiring much time 
to dismantle. The area could be 
evacuated “within days” after the 
second stage of the pullback is com- 
pleted. 

The sources conceded that tech- 
nically it would be possible to with- 
draw still foster. The Israel Defence 
Forces could blow up its installations 
in Lebanon and beat a hasty retreat, 
foe sources noted. But they argued 
against this. 

Such a move would barm Israel's 
deterrent capability vis-a-vis the Sy- 
rians and harm morale in the Jewish 
settlements in the North, they 
argued.

METULLA. - Two Israeli sol- 
diers were killed and seven 
wounded as violence continued 
in South Lebanon yesterday. 

The two who died were hit 
when their patrol was ambushed 
just north of the Liiani River. 
One of the seven injured was ihe 
victim of an apparent suicide 
attack when a car carry ing explo- 
sives tried to ram the jeep he was 
riding in. 

Other incidents included the ex- 
ploding of a roadside charge a*> an 
Israel "Defence Forces patrol was 
passing and the premature blowing 
up of two car bombs near the Rasha- 
diya refugee camp, where the num- 
ber of casualties was unclear. 

In the first attack, at 8.30 a.m.. a 
patrol comprising hesder Yeshiva 
students searching an area 200 
metres north of the Kasscmiya 
bridge on the Litani River came 
under light-arms fire. The soldiers 
leading the patrol. David Cohen of 
Haifa and Daniel Moshvtz of Jeru- 
salem were killed on the spot, and 
two others were wounded. 

The terrorists, who shot from be- 
hind foe fence of .an orange prove, 
escaped. There are believed to have 
been five of them. The rwo wounded 
soldiers were treated and transferred 
to Rambam Hospital in Haifa. 

The Shi'ite Moslem Amal orga- 
nization said that six Israeli soldiers 
were killed or wounded and one 
terrorist was injured in the attack. 

They added the attack was named 
the "Zrariyah operation” after the 
Israeli raid on Monday at the Shi'ite 
village of that name in which Israel's 
troops killed 34 terrorists. 

The patrol was searching an area 
where fight-aims fire was directed at 
Israeli soldiers the night before. 
Katyusha rockets and mortar shells 
have also been fired at the IDF from 
the area in recent weeks. The Kasse- 
miya bridge is the northernmost 
point in the IDFs current lines. 

Moshytz. 20. was a student at the 
Har Etzjon yeshiva hesder in the 


Etzion BJoc. He had been in Leba- 
non for two months. 

Born in London, he was the 
second of five children of Hannah 
and Michael Moshytz. 

He is to be buried in the Me. Herzl 
military cemeiary ar 1 ] :30 this morn- 
ing. 

The other soldier killed. David 
Cohen, aged 2i). spent his childhood 
in South Africa and the U.S.. where 
his parents Aviezer and Rahel 
Cohen of Haifa, were emissaries of 
the Young Israel movement. 

David (Didi ) studied at the Mid- 
rashiat Noam Yeshiva in Pardess 
Hanna. He is survived by his parents 
and tw o brothers and a sister. 

He is to be buried at the Haifa 
military cemetery at 3.15 thi*. after- 
noon. 

Yesterday afternoon one Israeli 
soldier was lightly wounded when a 
black Mercedes car exploded after 
apparently trying to ram a convoy of 
two jeeps and a command car one 
kilometre south of Jezzine in the 
central sector. 

The men in the convoy suspected 
the vehicle might be a car bomb and 
the soldiers tn the jeep it seemed to 
be aiming for jumped clear. 

The driver of the Mercedes was 
killed when his vehicle exploded. 
The jeep fell into a canyon and also 
exploded. The injured soldier was 
hurt as he jumped out of- the jeep. 
He was treated on the spot. 

Also yesterday, a roadside charge 
exploded near an IDF patrol in 
Aramta. and four soldiers and one 
local residents were injured. The 
injured soldiers were taken to Ram- 
bam Hospital. 

In another incident, two car 
bombs exploded one after the other 
near foe Rashediya refugee camp 
south of Tyre, apparently in acci- 
dents. 

One report said that a local resi- 
dent was killed and six persons, 
including a child and a Fijian Unifil 
soldier *\'sre ?:*;ured in the h'asts. 
But a Unifil spokesman was quoted 
as saying that five persons were

Police question 7 suspects 
for safe deposit robbery 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The police yesterday questioned 
seven suspects picked up in connec- 
tion with the Jerusalem Bank 
Hapoalim safe-deposit-box burglary' 
six weeks ago. 

Hie suspects, six of wham were 
arrested in pre-dawn raids yester- 
day, were sent to separate lock-ups 
around the country. One more was 
picked up several hours after the 
original raids, which w-eTe carried 
out with precision following a brief- 
ing at a Border Police base. 

According to the Police, the sus- 
pects include a woman who worked 
as a teller in the bank and two of her 
brothers, who are both known 
underworld figures. One of the 
brothers recently completed a prison 
term for a burglary about nine years 
ago of a jewelry workshop in the 
Talpiot Industrial Area in Jerusalem 
in which millions of dollars worth of 
gold were taken. The loot from that 
robbery has never been recovered. - 
Another of the suspects returned 
to Israel a short time ago after serv- 
ing a long prison term in Germany. 
At least one of those arrested has 


been under surveillance for over a 
month, in the light of intelligence 
material collected by the police. The 
watch included telephone tapping 
and sophisticated electronic 
observation. 

However, despite extensive sear- 
ches. the police found no evidence 
yesterday to link the suspects with 
foe robbery. The police have pre- 
viously complained that they have 
been hampered by the unwillingness 
of the victims ro come forward and 
describe the property stolen, 
evidently out of fear of the tax au- 
thorities. 

The Jerusalem District Court 
yesterday rejected an appeal by yet 
another suspect in connection with 
that suspect's remand on Thursday 
for eight days. That suspect, a 34- 
year-old Jerusalem resident whose 
name was not released for publica- 
tion. was arrested as he tried to 
board a plane last week. 

In connection with this suspect, 
the police said they did not believe 
that he actually took part in the 
robbery, but that he might be con- 
nected with it.

But because of 
foe Pathology Law, skin and other 
organs can be removed only in 
accordance with foe Halachic princi- 
ple of pifaah nefesh, that is. if im- 
mediately needed to save a life. 
Otherwise, removing organs from a 
body ts considered desecration of foe 
dead: 

The head of foe plastic surgery 
department at Hadassah, Dr. 
Menahem Ron Wexler, is in contact 
with Knesset members, on amending 
foe law to permit foe creation of skin 
banks, the Hadassab spokesman 
said- 

Many experiments involving the 
use of amniotic membranes, 
placental tissue and artificial mem- 


branes have been made in recent 
years. But until today, no substitute 
bas been found for human skin to 
fight foe great killers in severe burn 
cases - dehydration and infections. 

Last year. Shaare Zedek Hospital 
in Jerusalem achieved a break- 
through, in foe rapid growth of skin 
from a cell of foe bum victim. Most 
surgeons agree that this technique, 
still in its experimental stage, will 
form foe basis of bum treatment in 
foe future. 

At Rambam hospital in Haifa, foe 
situation of bum victims is somewhat 
better, although they operate under 
foe same restrictions, lie Israel De- 
fence Forces usually evacuates both 
foe dead and the wounded to Ram- 
bam, where doctors are able to 
obtain grafts to save foe wounded 
' from bodies of their dead comrades. 
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One of the wounded soldiers, Etiyahu Ayal, receives a visit from the 
IDF chief medical officer at Hadassah Hospital yesterday.

Joining EEC 
could cost 
Spain a fortune 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). - Spanish 
membership of the European Com- 
munity could become a financial 
nightmare for Madrid, costing it bil- 
lions of dollars in the early years, 
according to new calculations made 
by European Commission officials. 

The confidential estimates, pre- 
pared for internal use by the Euro- 
pean Commission and obtained by 
Reuters in Brussels, show that mem-, 
bership could cost Spain up to SI .2b. 
in 3986, the target year of entry. 

Madrid is hoping that entry will 
help to pull the wealth of Spain's 
economy up towards north Euro- 
pean levels. 

The figures contradict widely 
accepted commission assertions that 
Sp anis h entry would put an extra 
burden on the group's strained fi- 
nances. one reason why some mem- 
bers are holding up the enuy talks, 
diplomats said. 

Spain's net contribution - the dif- 
ference between what it pays into 
community coffers and what it gets 
back from Brussels - would gradual- 
ly decline but it could be up to eight 
years before Spain gets back more 
than it pays, the figures showed. 

It has been widely assumed that 
Spanish membership would cost the 
community some $700 million a 
year.

Local authority heads in the North 
last night won a qualified promise 
from Premier Shimon Peres to boost 
their economies before the Israel 
Defence Forces withdraws to the 
international border.

fear occurs after the IDF withdraw- 
al. 

Peres invited several of these lead- 
ers to next Sunday's cabinet session, 
where their problems are to be dis-., 
cussed. Before this meeting, cabinet 
ministers wilt be given a list of the 
requests made by tbe leaders of 
northern settlements. 

Peres said during the meeting that 
Galilee deserves special considera- 
tion, even though the present econo- 
mic situation limits tbe aid the gov- 
ernment can extend. But the govern- 
ment will be forthcoming on allocat- 
ing land for industry and housing, 
which does not depend on budget 
constraints. 

Among other things, the leaders 
asked that industrial growth be en- 
couraged, that funds for hiring more 
medical personnel be released, and 
that shelters be renovated, tele- 
phone facilities improved and agri- 
cultural problems be attended to. 

Chief of the General Staff Rav- 
Aluf Moshe Levy took part in the 
meeting. But the settlers seemed 
satisfied with the military arrange- 


ments for their safety after the with- 
drawal, and the meeting centered on 
economic matters.

Peres said last night that Israel mil 
“overcome even the Shiite terror. 
We shall put an end to it.” 

Speaking at tbe second national 
assembly of the Jewish National 
Fund of America at the Jerusalem 
Hilton, the premier said that it will 
take dme to find a solution to die 
enemy's new tactics but that Israel 
would succeed in doing so. 

He added that the government 
would do everything to prevent the 
settlers in the North from haring to 
go into shelters again. Peres reiter- 
ated that Israel feels no hatred to- 
wards the Lebanese people, “neith- 
er towards the Druse, the Christians, 
the Shi’ites nor the Sunnis." But 
Israel will not hesitate to fight terror 
from any sector, he declared. 

Some of the 300 JNF leaders spon- 
taneously collected $100,000 earlier 
in die day to establish a forest in 
Kiryat Shmona in memory of the 
Israeli soldiers who fell during their 
week-long conference in Isiael. 
which began on March 4. 

They also derided to establish a 
forest in honour of the Ethiopian 
newcomers. 

Charlotte Jacobson, president of 
the JNF of America, proposed to 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
the establishment of a joint 
Egyptian- Israeli peace forest on the 
border of the two countries. 


AACI says goodbye to Lewis

peace” in the region. “The ice-floes 
in the Middle East are beginning to 
crack." Lewis concluded. “The 
rumblings in the distance scare some 
people, but this is the harbinger of 
summer.” 

Lewis and his wife. Sally, were 
presented with a Middle Bronze 
Period jug and a commemorative 
plaque by the AACI. which praised 
the couple for their efforts on behalf 
of the organization. Among those 
who paid tribute to the ambassador 
were Canadian Ambassador Vernon . 
Turner and Haim Aharon, head of 
the Jewish Agency Aliya Depart- 
ment. 


World leaders gather 
for Chernenko funeral 


MOSCOW. - The West yesterday 
quietly welcomed Mikhail Gor- 
bachev as new leader of the Soviet 
Union as fresh U.S.-Soviet arms 
talks opened in Geneva, bringing 
hopes for better East-West rela- 
tions. 

Condolence messages flowed to 
Moscow paying tribute to his prede- 
cessor, Constantin Chernenko, who 
died on Sunday aged 73. and whose 
funeral is to take place here today. 

There was a feeling that, with the 
54-year-old Gorbachev in com- 
mand, a new generation was taking 
over in the Kremlin with an outlook 
that heralded better relations with 
the West. 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan, 
who sent Vice-President George 
Bush to Chernenko's funeral said 
that, while be was anxious to meet 
Gorbachev, the new man had to be 
given time to "establish his own 
regime.” 

Australian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke said Gorbachev's age and 


visits to western countries led to 
hopes he would understand that they 
wanted to live constructively and in 
peace with Moscow. 

China said it had noted a positive 
attitude towards the development of 
Sino-Soviet relations on Gor- 
bachev's part. 

In Communist Eastern Europe, 
German Democratic Republic lead- 
er Erich Honecker was said by a 
visiting German Federal Republic 
government minister to be "encour- 
aged” by Gorbachev's appointment. 

Official Hungarian newspapers in- 
dicated that Hungary, crying to liber- 
alize its economy, expected Gor- 
bachev to be an economic reformer. 

Gorbachev's swift accession 
dominated Soviet newspapers 
yesterday, pushing Chernenko and 
the black-bordered announcement 
of his death off the front pages. 

While the national dailies devoted 
most of their pages to the third 
leadership transition in 28 months.

80,000 teens to take part in quiz 
on Jewish heroism in WWII

MORE THAN 80.000 Jewish teena- 
gers are expected to take part in the 
various stages of the International 
Quiz on Jewish Heroism in World 
War II. It is being organized by the 
National Working and Studying 
Youth - part of the National Labour 
Federation - with the help of the 
Jewish Agency, the Ministry of 
Education, partisans' organizations 
and many others. 

“The quiz is not the point; it's only 
a gimmick," Abraham Hirchson fold 
The Jerusalem Posr. “The real point 
is to motivate young people to learn 
an aspect of Jewish history.” 

Hirchson. who is secretary- 
general of the National Union of 
Working and Studying Youth, was 
responsible for the international 
quiz on the pre-independence 
underground movement, held sever- 
al years ago. 

“At that time we were debating 
whether to become an international 
youth movement with branches in 
the Diaspora.” he explained. 

“Since such movements attract 
only small numbers of young people, 
we decided to try to make our con- 
tribution to Jewish education from a 
different angle.” 

That first quiz attracted 12.000 
youngsters - about a quarter of them 
in Israel - but this time Hirchson and 
his colleagues have their sights set 
much higher. 

THE PROCESS will begin with 
written tests at school or community 
centre level, with the top scorers 
taking part in citywide, regional and 
national competitions. 

As part of the events which will be 
held here in May to celebrate the 
40th anniversary of the Nazis' de- 
feat, Israel's national quiz will be 
held orally, before an audience, in- 
stead of in writing. The final, m 


which about 30 youngsters from 15 
countries will compete, is set to take 
place here during Hanukah. 

As part of the quiz project, about 
2,500 of the participants will visit 
France. Belgium, Italy and other 
European countries, meeting with 
people who had been active in the 
resistance movements. 

They will also visit the Warsaw 
Ghetto and some of the extermina- 
tion camps. The exact dates of the 
trip have not been set and efforts are 
now under way to raise money to 
subsidize the journey. 

The organizers have issued their 
own basic textbook, written by Pro- 
fessor Yisrael Gurtman, to guide 
would-be competitors through the 
first steps of learning the subject. 

The Hebrew edition will be off the 
presses soon, with editions in En- 
glish. French and Spanish to follow. 

"Our book on the undergrounds is 
stil< sought after in schools and we 
hope the same will happen this . 
time,” Hirchson said. “Our goal is 
that those taking part in the quiz will 
bring the subject to others in their 
schools and communities."

Ethiopian elders to study 
in preparation for rabbinate

Arrangements are being made to 
recognize the traditional elders of 
the Ethiopian community as rabbis. 

This was revealed yesterday by 
Rabbi Dov Begun, director of 
Machon Meir, the Jerusalem institu- 
tion that is providing religious in- 
struction to a number of the elders, 
called Kessim in Am baric. 

The institute, which Begun de- 
scribed as a Zionist-oriented, a- 
political training centre for young 
Jewish men from around the world, 
has been offering courses in Hebrew 
and basic Jewish studies to three of 
the Kessim for the past three 
months. 

Plans are underway for another 10 
to begin a one-year programme, 
which would also include Jewish his- 
tory, religious thought and Bible. 
Begun stressed that at the same 
time, the institute would respect the 
traditions of the Ethiopians. 

Yesterday, Machon Meir held a 
study session on Pessah for the 
elders. The high point of the day was 


a visit by Chief Rabbis Av&ham 
Shapiro and Mordechai Eliahu, who 
delivered short lectures. 

Begun said that he did not know if 
those taking the course had under- 
gone the token conversion ceremony 
the chief rabbis have demanded of 
the Ethiopians and which the bulk of 
tbe community has refused to under- 
go. “I don't want to become in- 
volved in this conflict. I just assume 
that they have done so,'” he said. 

As for declaring the Kessim rab- 
bis, he noted that this is being under- 
taken by the Religious Affairs Muns- 
tiy and the Jewish agency. He said 
that it would solve many problems of 
the Kessim, who were respected lead- 
ers in Ethiopia and who now find 
themselves without a legal position 
and penniless. 

In addition to the programme for 
elders, the institute also hopes to 
begin a programme for 30 to 50 
younger members of the commun- 
ity, who will, Begun hopes, form the 
core of the future spiritual lead- 
ership of the Ethiopian Jews.

Japanese sect meets Herzog 
at end of 24th pilgrimage

A 91-year-old physician and world 
expert on Japanese samurai fencing 
and his SS-year-oId wife are among 
dozens of Japanese Christians study- 
ing Hebrew in an ulpan opened last 
September in the heart of Tokyo. 

Aragaki Tsenemasa and his wife 
Riuko, a little hard-of-hearing but 
full of energy, took pan in the 24th 
annual pilgrimage to Israel of the 
Japanese pro-Zionist Makuya sect. 
They and 131 other Japanese from 
Japan, the U.S., Norway and 
Taiwan have spent two weeks tour- 
ing the country, from Mt. Hermon in 
die north to Mitzpe Ramon in the 
south. Yesterday they ended their 
pilgrimage with a visit to Beit Hanas- 
si in Jerusalem, where they were 
warmly received by President Chaim 
Herzog. 

k, Mirutsarm yuhkoso irashaimashi - 
ta totema ureshii-jexu the president 
said, using a Japanese greeting of 
welcome. His guests, waving Israeli 
and Japanese flags, were moved 
almost to tears. 


They provided the entertainment 
at the 35-niiirate reception, singing 
Hebrew songs based on biblical 
verses to the accompaniment of 
accordion playing. 


Herzog said the Makuya. a sea 
founded by the late Prof. Avraham 
Ikuro Teshima in 194S. are always 
welcome in Israel. Their unbounded 
support and admiration for the State 
of Israel, he continued, shine in stark 
contrast to the hatred of Israel’s 
enemies. He praised the Makuya for 
establishing a Japanese garden at 
Kibbutz Heftziba. where many 
Makuya study, and noted that the 
Jerusalem stone on Teshima’s grave 
symbolizes his love for Zion. 

Yitzhak Migasaki. leader of the 
pilgrimage, noted that the Hebrew 
ulpan was established as the result of 
the publication of the Makuya’s 
Hebrew-Japanese dictionary, pre- 
pared by Makuya members who 
have spent time studying in Israel. 
After members of the "sea were 
interviewed on Japanese television 
and in mass-circulation papers in 
Tokyo, many hundreds of Japanese 
Christians asked to learn Hebrew so 
they could study the Bible in the 
original. Some of the ulpan snidems 
accompanied the Makuya on their 
pilgrimage, which included the eat- 
ing of lamb in a Beduin tent, “like 
the ancient Israelites.” 

Migasaki expressed the Makuya’s 
“profound sorrow” over the deaths 
of 12 Israeli soldiers in Sunday's 
Shi’ite attack. 


‘Secret 5 team set up to help 
jailed Jewish terrorists

TEL AVIV. - Gush Exnunim has 
secretly set up a team to help the 
Jewish terrorists and suspeaed ter- 
rorists held in the Tel Mond prison, 
well-placed sources told The Jeru- 
salem Post . 

Daniella Weiss, the movement’s 
secretary-general, last night con- 
firmed die team's existence but de- 
clined to divulge any details. 

According to one source the team 
is to press for improved conditions 
for the detainees. The source com- 
plained that the state attorney has 
been pressing to cut prisoners' leaves 
and that security sources vetoed im- 


proving their conditions. “Unless we 
handle the matter, the situation will 
worsen,” the Gush Emunim source 
added. 

But Prisons Authority spokesman 
Shimon Malka yesterday insisted the 
detainees were receiving “equal 
treatment” regardless of their 
crimes. He confirmed that prisoners 
with a record of good behaviour are 
gradually moved to more comfort- 
able quarters. He said it was difficult 
to apply this policy to the Jewish 
terrorists because the Authority 
does not wish to move them from Tel 
Mond. Tel Mond is the only jail in 
which there are no Arabs, he ex- 
plained. 


Policemen reach their goal — to nab soccer star

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Peretz says pistol licences 
will not be made easier to get

Requirements for obtaining a pis- 
tol permit will not be eased despite 
the increase in violent crime and the 
greater need foT self-defence. In- 
terior Minister Yitzhak Peretz says. 

Peretf recently received a letter 
from Knesset Member Uriel Lynn 
(Likud 1 in which he pleads for a 
change in the rules, which now rec- 
ognize a person's occupation or 
place of residence as factors in deter- 
mining his right to a pistol permit. 
"The crime situation has become so 
bad that the same danger co life and 
property exists in the heart of Tel 
Aviv as’io some border settlement." 
Lynn wrote. 

But in his reply. Peretz notes that 
“there already are 180.000 Israelis 
holding private weapons' permits, in 
addition to the 1.200 or so autho- 
rized groups such as settlements and 
commercial security-guard com- 
panies. “And this is so despite the 
responsibility for the safety of peo- 
ple here belonging to Israel police. 


who are backed up by the thousands 
of soldiers carrying arms, and 
thousands of civil guard volunteers. 

. Increasing the number of pistol- 
licence holders would only increase 
the number of injuries - especially of 
children - that result from the 
accidental discharge of pistols, 
Peretz adds. Experience also shows 
that '“not a few ” cases of suicide 
reported annually are carried out 
with licensed personal weapons. 

“Whar is more." Peretz writes, 
"we have found that . on the average, 
more than 700 licensed pistols are 
stolen each from their owners homes 
or cars each year, and these weapons 
eventually find their way into the 
hands of criminals or hostile ele- 


ments. 

Since the disadvantages of wide- 
ning the circle of pistol-permit hol- 
ders outweigh the advantages, the 
ministry not only opposes issuing 
more permits but intends to restrict 
the number issued in the future. On 
the other hand, permits for tear-gas 
use will be eased. Peretz writes. 


Local authorities budget 
to be IS700b. in ’85/’86

A budget of IS700 billion is fore- 
cast for the country's local author- 
ities for the 1985/86 fiscal year, an 
Interior Ministry official told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Another IS108b. will be budgeted 
ro the localities for development 
purposes, and IS28b. of this sum will 
come out of the Interior Ministry’s 
own budget. 

With inflation soaring, the final 
budget figures - both for operating 
and development purposes - will 
have to be adjusted at least once 
every three months, the official 
added. The sums mentioned yester- 
day are the “annualized amounts in 
terras of estimated first-quarter 
values of the shekel,” he pointed 
out. All local authorities will have to 
continue trimming their manpower 
staffs and activities, he said. 

In an effort to discourage cash- 
hungry local authorities from ap- 


plying to commercial banks for cost- 
ly lines of credit, the Interior Minis- 
try has asked the Treasury to help it 
establish a “revolving fund” to pro- 
vide low-cost, short-term loans to 
local authorities which find them- 
selves in a financial bind. Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i will confer 
soon with Interior Minister Yitzhak 
Peretz on this and other matters. 

During a visit to Nazareth City 
Hail this week, Peretz urged the city 
councillors ro deal with his ministry 
either directly or through the Union 
of Local Authorities. “There is no 
need for a separate body to repre- 
sent the Arab local authorities," 
Peretz said. 

He also disclosed that as of April 
l . cities may increase their minimum 
amona (municipal rates) by 600 per 
cent - to IS1 .400 per square metre. 
Such an increase would only pre- 
serve the existing level of the amona 
taxes rather than increase them. 
Peretz said. 


Haifa stores strike for half day 
against 600% city-tax hike

HAIFA. - The half-day protest 
strike by business people went ahead 
yesterday despite a last-minute plea 
against it by Mayor Arye Gurel. 

Most shops and other commercial 
premises were closed, giving the city 
a Shabbat atmosphere. (Most siores 
are closed on Tuesday afternoons 
anyway.) 

The strike was organized in pro- 
test against the municipal council's 
decision to increase municipal rates 
by between 600 and 900 peT cent 
over last April’s assessments. 

Petrol stations were shut between 
12 noon and 2 p.m. and cinemas did 
not have matinee shows. Private 
building contractors joined the 
strike and there was no customs 
clearance at Haifa Port, but cargo 
handling was not affected and the 
port worked as usual. 


The exceptions included banks, 
supermarkets and otheT chain 
stores, pharmacies, some kiosks, 
and restaurants. 


Chamber of Commerce secretary 
Arieh Mehoulal said businesses also 
plan to return their rate-assessment 
forms and pay rates in line with the 
cost-of-living rise only. 

Gurel urged the business people 
to call off the strike, saying that even 
after the increases domestic, com- 
mercial and industrial ratepayers 
would still be paying less than their 
counterparts in Tel Aviv and Jeru- 
salem.

U.S. and Soviets open 
arms talks in Gene va 


GENEVA (AP). - The U.S. and the 
Soviet Union yesterday made a fresh 
start on nuclear-weapons control, 
with Soviet negotiators operating 
from instructions approved by their 
new leader, Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Signalling conciliation. Victor 
Karpov, head of the Soviet delega- 
tion, said that if both sides wish an 
accord “you can do that on the 
kitchen floor, here or somewhere 
else." 

The opening session, which lasted 
about two hours and 4Q minutes, was 
held up for 12 minutes while the 
three Americans signed a book of 
condolences to mark the death of 
Soviet president Konstantin Cher- 
nenko on Sunday. 

While waiting for them. Karpov 

told reporters that Gorbachev had 
presided over the meeting of the 
Politburo that approved his instruc- 
tions last Thursday. 

“I will adhere to them, you can be 
sure of that." Karpov told reporters 
in an unusually long interview. 

He said there was no need to 
return home after Chernenko's 
funeral today because there would 
be "no change" in the instructions 
on space and nuclear arms. 

“We should start now and negoti- 
ate as long as we are here to under- 
stand each other's positions," he 
said. 

The session marked the first meet- 


ing between the veteran Soviet arms 
negotiator and Max Kampelman. 
who heads the U.S. delegation and is 
completely new to nuclear-weapons 
talks. 


Greeting him warmly. Karpov 
said: "I hope that our meeting will 
not be the last one. but one of the 
first in a series that we will negotiate, 
and reach an agreement." 

Kampelman. with a broad smile, 
said: “Our objective is to reach an 
agreement too. 1 hope this is a good 
omen." 


The negotiations resumed after a 
15-month lapse. When the talks 

broke down in late 1 083 the mo sides 
were far apart on wj\s to cut back 
their intercontinental and 
intermediate- ra n cj nuclear missiles. 

At Soviet insistence. President 
Reagan's “Star programme 

was added to the agenda in January, 
along with Soviet defence systems. 

Former secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger said yesterday that the 
negotiations will achieve an agree- 
ment within 18 months. 

Kissinger, who served under pres- 
idents Richard Nixon and Gerald 
Ford, told ABCs Xightline televi- 
sion programme he based his predic- 
tion on reading “between the lines" 
of U.S. statements - despite 
Washington's insistence that no ear- 
ly progress is likely.

Design Sews magazine included 
the car. the bandage and the alarm in 
its exhibit of “the 10 best technical 
ideas of last year." 

The energy-efficient car. an 
aerodxnamic. three-wheeler dubbed 
the UF02. weighs less than the small 
woman around whose body it was 
custom-built. 

The vehicle is so small that when it 
won a mileage marathon, the woman 
drove without her shoes to save 56 to 
fiikms per gallon. 

It's “not practical for regular use," 
conceded John Michalowicz.

LONDON 1 AP). - Almost a quarter 
of the !9S submarines in the Soviet 
Union's Northern Fleet are not sea- 
worthy.

Jane's added that latest intelli- 
gence assessments of the northern 
fiect indicated that no more than 40 
boats were at sea at any one time, 
with 25 in the Norwegian Sea and the 
North Atlantic. 

The sources quoted by Jane’s esti- 
mated that the Soviets maintain 10 
or i2 Yankee-class and Delta-class 
ballistic missile subs at sea in North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization zones 
“to maintain a strategic strike capa- 
bility." 

The Northern Fleet, the most im- 
portant of the Soviet fleets, has ab- 
out half the navy's 400 submarines. 

Western naval sources reported 
last October that the Northern Fleet 
was not considered “a viable force" 
for six months after it lost about two 
thirds of its resupply missiles in ex- 
plosions that devastated its big 
Severomorsk base last May. killing 
at least 200 personnel. 

Jane’s also reported that Afghan 
guerrillas shot down at least six 
Soviet helicopters m 10 days last 
month in fighting near the Pakistan 
border. 

Quoting unidentified intelligence 
sources, the magazine indicated that 
the helicopters were shot down dur- 
ing Soviet attempts to resupply an 
Afghan Army garrison besieged by 
Moslem Mujahedeen guerrillas.

The photograph was taken by 
Nahum Av, a veteran Tiberian, who 
today works in tourism, managing 
one of the beaches along the Kin- 
nereL Av is also an active member of 
- the Pubhc Committee of the Tiberias 
Research Centre founded three 
years ago for the purpose of gather- 
ing historical material on the city. 

.. The centre is a joint project of the 
^Tiberias Municipality (Department 
of Education and Culture) and 
Bar-Ddn “University.. IPs chairman 
is Professor Mprdechai Eliav, and 
Dr. Meir Hfildesheimer is academic 
adviser. The initiative for tbe idea 
came from Mayor Yigal Bibi.

And here it is just this 
sraail dty that chose to invite an 
academic institution to supervise its 
historical research framework, so 
that things should be handled prop-

A rich archive of documents and 
photographs, from which the accom- 
panying picture was picked, is just 
one of the centre’s activities. 

Planned for the end of this month 
is a special meeting of teachers who 
worked in the schools of Tiberias 
prior to 1956. The organizers see it as 
-a kind of “salute to Tiberias 
teachers,” with an opportunity to 
renew friendships, and recall old 
times - and new ones, with discus- 
sions of education and youth then 
and now. Some 70 former teachers 
have already registered, and perhaps 
another 30 are eligible to do so. 


It is the concept of permanence 
that has fired tbe imagination of 
donors. Chudnow believes that re- 
sponse in terms of airing has been so 
positive “because people know that 
this'will be forever." 

The over-all plan includes a visi- 
tors' centre; recreation area with 
camping sites: hiking trails; observa- 
tion points; picnic areas; a museum 
devoted to geology and the history of 
copper mining: an amphitheatre; 
and horse-riding and camel-riding 
trails. 

Asked by The Jerusalem Post, whv 
during a period of austerity he had 
•by-passed pressing needs in favour 
of this long-range venture , Chudnow 
replied; "Two-thirds of the land of 
Israel is in the Negev, so the future of 
Israel must be in the Negev." He 
died the prophecies of Isaiah and 
the example set by David Ben- 
Gurion. who chose* to live in the 
Negev when he retired from public 
office. 

Currently, only 6 per cent of the 
population lives in 62 per cent of the 
country, but Chudnow envisages 
that Timna Valley Park will be the 
nucleus for strengthening the eco- 
nomy and security of die south, 
creating new* job opportunities, 
which in turn will attract increased 
settlement. 

It will most certainly am act in- 
creased tourism. David Nachmias. 
Israel head of JNF projects in the 
southern region, says that Timna 
Valley Park at present attracts an 
average of 450 visitors a day. each of 
whom pays an entry fee equivalent 
to SI. Once the park has more to 
offer than Nature's works of art. it is 
predicted that there trill be an astro- 
nomic increase in tbe number of 


CHUDNOW’S lake, for instance, 
will offer boating and fishing facili- 
ties, and two dunams have been sei 
aside for swimming. Land excava- 
tions and pipe installations have 
been completed. The bottom of the 
lake will be lined with durable 
polyurethane to prevent the soil' 
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Projection of the development of Tirana Valley Park 


from absorbing the water. Until they 
get around to breeding among them- 
selves. fish will be trucked into the 
lake daily, after it opens to the 
public. The scheduled date is mid- 
July.

Getting thepast 
together

Teachers who taught here prior ro 
1956 and have not yet registered are 
invited to write to the Tiberias Re- 
search Centre, P.O.B. 508. Tiberias, 
or to telephone 067-20404 Monday 
to Wednesday mornings. The meet- 
ing will take place here on March 31 , 
Yud beNissan, to commemorate the 
liberation of Tiberias during the War 
of Independence. (Tet beNissan, the 
actual date, falls this year on a Sab- 
bath.) 

HIGH SCHOOL and university stu- 
dents visit the centre to use its facili- 
ties. There is a small library' (yes, 
there are budgetary problems) and 
taped interviews with senior citizens. 
Old houses - some in a state of 
near-collapse - have been photo- 
graphed. 

The centre has already published 
two issues of MiTuv Tvcrya, contain- 
ing articles on all aspects of the cirt's 
past (which generally covers the 
period from the Ottoman Empire to 
present time). 

Genealogy is another interesting 
aspect catered for by the centre. The 
“old families" of Tiberias have been 
intertwined for generations, and 
their network extends thauighoui

“People interested in tracing their 
background come to us for informa- 
tion. and in return the data they 
provide us is of help to us.” says 
Michal Ben-Yaakov, the centre’s 
executive secretary. 

A public committee, chaired by 
Mayor Bibi and composed ot about 
30 Tiberians from all walks of life, 
meets regularly to suggest ideas and 
sources, help collect data, and often 
do legwork. As noted, Nahum Av is 
one of them, and he is a good 
example of personal experience that 
spans enormous changes. 

Tiberias’ War of Independence, 
for instance, sounds much like Leba- 
non as he recalls it. in connection 
with his photograph of the Arab 
sniper: “Jews and Arabs used to 
shoot at each other across the road 
which separated their neighbour- 
hoods.” 

His family, (originally Abu) came 
from Algiers 12 generations ago. As 
they were French citizens (one uncle 
was French consul) their birth re- 
cords are reliable: one grandmother 
died at 11 6, and an uncle at 93- in an 
accident. There are 22 Abus in the 
Tiberias phone directory (Nahum 
was the only one who Hebraized his 
name) but. he says, “that generation 
is gone. It was the survival of the 
finest - if you did not die very young, 
you were likely to reach an old age. 
And then, in the case of my family it 
helped that we were restively rich.” 

Av’s father died at the age of 100, 
and the story of bis passing belongs, 1 
think, somewhere in the lore of 
Tiberias; “He lived at home, and 
had always been healthy - neveT 
needed a doctor. One day he de- 
cided that the time had come to die. 
and asked that all the members of 
the family come to say goodbye. One 
by one they came to take their leave; 
and then he died.”

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Amon Gafny at symposium inmemory of Yisrael Gal-Edd 

Trade chance with Egypt was missed

An international Marshall Plan 
for channelling Israel aid and trade 
to Egypt, with the assistance of 
third-country (mainly American) 
capital, fell through when Israel in- 
vaded Lebanon, Amon Gafny, for- 
mer Governor of the Bank of Israel, 
stated in Jerusalem on Monday 
evening. He was addressing a sympo- 
sium held at the Hebrew University 
in memory of Israel Gal-Edd. a' 
distinguished top-ranking civil ser- 
vant who died eight years ago. 

Gafny was approached by French 
banker Edmond de Rothschild to 
explore the idea of setting up an 
international development fund that 
would concentrate on promoting 
peaceful economic cooperation be~ 
tween Israel and Egypt. Response 
was more positive than Gafny had 
expected. The Egyptians were in- 
terested and the Americans enthu- 
siastic. Most cautious were the 
Israelis, who (under the Likud gov- 


ernment, though Gafny did not say 
so) thought this initiative might be 
premature. 

Professor Ze'ev Hirsch. of Tel 
Aviv University, pointed out that 
Israel's expectations, after peace 
with Egypt, of a breakthrough in 
business relations had been exagger- 
ated. The two economies were not 
complementary. 

“We needed to force the pace,” he 
said - “and missed a golden oppor- 
tunity. When negotiating the purch- 
ase of oil from Egypt to the sum of 
$400 million yearly, we should have 
insisted that payment could be made 
partly in goods. 

“That would have created a two- 
way flow of trade, instead of the 
one-way flow that exists. The politic- 
al impact would have been impor- - 
tant. Workaday contacts on a con- 
tinuing basis create a vested interest 
in peace."

All three speakers believe chat the 
effort for normalization should be 
maintained. Economic relations can 
be developed between the two coun- 
tries. Natanel said, “It has been 
pointed out that selling oil to Israel is 
good business for Egyptians, but it 
wasn't always that easy. 

“They have stuck to their contract 
with us through thick and thin, even 
when there were pressures to desist. 
We have a real partnership here, 
suggesting possibilities of coopera- 
tion in other areas of economic activ- 
ity."

Kibbutz Industries: Sharon 
ignores us, holds back $45m. 


Egyptian brothers buy up 
over 50 per cent of Harrods 


Head of rescued 
German bank 
charged with fraud 


LONDON (AP). - Three super-rich 
Egyptian- brothers announced Mon- 
day that a major stock-buying spree 
has given them control of the com- 
pany that owns London's famed 
Harrods department store, but their 
takeover is still subject to govern- 
ment approval. 


In two separate operations, the 
al-Faved brothers spent $138 million 
to increase their stake in the House 
of Fraser from 29.9 per cent to 51 .03 
per cent. 

The stock they bought included a 
6.3 per cent stake sold by the Lonrho 
conglomerate, which has waged a 
six-year fight for Harrods and 
announced it is still interested in 
making a takeover bid. 

Lonrho said in a statement to the 
London Stock Exchange that its 
directors decided to sell because of 
the “strong possibility” that the 


takeover bid by the al-Fayed 
brothers would be referred to the 
Monopolies Commission. 

Last Thursday, the commission 
reversed a 1981 ruling and gave 
Lonrho the green light to make a bid 
for House of FraseT, saying a merger 
would not operate “against the pub- 
lic interest.” 

Lonrho Chairman Roland “Tiny" 
Rowland has asked Trade and In- 
dustry Secretary Norman Tebbit to 
refer the al-Fayed bid to the Mono- 
polies Commission, saying it was 
“only fair" that it should be subject 
to the " same lengthy and gruelling 
investigation as Lonrho." 

Two of the al-Fayed brothers, 
Mohammed and Ali, and their finan- 
cial advisers from merchant bankers 
Kleinwort Benson had a 90-minute 
meeting at the Office of Fair Trading 
on Monday to argue against referral 
to the commission. 


BOCHUM (Reuter). - The former 
head of a West German bank which 
was rescued in the biggest bail-out in 
history by the country’s cooperative 
banking sector has been charged 
wtih fraud, forgery and breach of 
trust, the public prosecutor's office 
here said on Monday. 

A spokesman said Paul Schulte, 
former managing board chairman of 
the Hammer bank, is accused of 
embezzling one million marks 
($300,000) of the bank's money and 
using his position to save himself 
over 100,000 marks ($30,000) in in- 
terest payments. 

Schulte, 51, was dismissed last 
August when an audit showed Ham- 
mer Bank needed to make high-risk 
provisions against possible bad 
loans. In January the Cooperative 
Bank Association pumped in almost 
500 million marks ($150m.) to pre- 
vent the bank collapsing. 


Syrian president reports oil discoveries 


DAMASCUS (Reuter). - President 
Hafez Ai-Assad said yesterday two 
new oilfields had been found in 
northeast Syria. 

He told Parliament after he was 
swom in for a third seven-year term 
as president that two fields with 
reserves of light crude had been 
found, “which promotes our hopes 
in the possibility of finding other 


quantities of this light oil." 

Assad said studies also indicated 
the presence of “very encouraging 
amounts of gas as well as large 
quantities of phosphate." He gave 
no figures, “pending completion of 
studies for all fields." 

Diplomatic sources last October 
reported oil deposits had been found 
In northeast Syria.

TEL AVTV. - Minister of Industry 
and Trade Ariel Sharon “is deliber- 
ately cold-shouldering and snubbing 
us." the spokesman of the Kibbutz 
Industries Association charged 
yesterday. There are 330 industrial 
plants (plus another 30 facilities for 
tourists) in the 2 60 kibbutzim in the 
association, and in 1984 these plants 
exported goods valued at $258 mil- 
lion. 

“It seems that Sharon has sur- 
rounded himself with aides and sec- 
retaries whose only job - as far as we 
are concerned - is to avoid any 
contact between us and him. He has 
not accepted any of our requests for 
a meeting; he has even ignored the 
cable we recently sent him.” . 

Since Sharon took up his ministe- 
rial post, there has only been one 
courtesy meeting between Sharon 
and Oded Vinkler, the coordinator 
of the association. This meeting was 
arranged by Dov Golan, of Kibbutz 
Gavin, which is a short distance 
away from Sharon's farm in the 
Negev. Golan's further efforts were 
fruitless, although Vinkler himself 
comes from a Negev kibbutz, Hazar- 
im. 

"Politics are politics, and the in- 
dustrialization of the kibbutzim, and 
stepping up our export drive are 
entirely different matters,” the 
spokesman said. 

"During the seven years that Gi- 
deon Patt was Industry Minister we 
had excellent relations with him. If 
the kibbutz industries have grown in 
the past yeafa, 3 a 'good part of this is 
due' to Pan’s understanding - and 


help. And his politics are certainly 
not those of tire majority of kibbutz 
members,'’ the spokesman said. 

The kibbutz “industrialists'* want 
to meet Sharon to discuss a long list 
of problems, .including increasing 
the exchange rate guarantee for 
goods shipped to Europe; granting 
exporters other incentives; and espe- 
cially the fact that some $45m. 
approved by the Investment Author- 
ity for industrial projects, has not 
been unfrozen. 

“We are embarking on a $200m. 
expansion plan in our kibbutzim and . 
this $45m. is desperately needed,” 
the spokesman said. There are 170 
projects under consideration in va- 
rious kibbutzim, and 40 of these are 
well advanced and need funds to get 
started. 

The association increased its in- 
dustrial exports from $198m. in 2983 
to $258m. in 1984, and this year's 
target is $300m. An ever-increasing 
portion of exports is flowing to the 
U.S.

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Dunn & Bradstreet black list 
of failing companies grows

TEL AVIV. - A full 351 Israeli 
companies are in such bad financial 
diffi culties that they appear on the 
Dun & Bradstreet “black list," 
according to Eyal Yanai, bead of D 
■& B’s business information division 
here; ' 

“And there are very strong indica- 
tionsthat the Kst wiU grow consider- 
ably during March, due to the 
hardships resulting from the second 
package deal," be said. 

D & B’s definition of a “company 
in Bnanoal distress" includes one, or 
all, of the following criteria: severe 
liquidity problems: inability to pay 
bills and supply services and goods 
promised; drastic reduction in busi- 
ness operations; complete cessation 
of operations; or being in actual 
receivership. 

Of the firms, 27% are in the field 
of trade and services; 12% in con- 
struction; 14% in metal and 9% in 
electricity and electronics. The 
others are in , textiles, computers, 
transportation; rubber and plastics, 
foodand chemicals. 


The “black list" lengthened slowly 
in August and September 1984*. 
growing in size by 8 and 9% respec- 
tively. Bur in October it grew by 
16% : it jumped by 33% in Novem- 
ber and soared by 58% in Decem- 
ber. Then it began dropping, grow- 
ing by only 26% in January and by a 
mere 12%-ifl February. 

“But March wfl] see a definite 
reversal of the downward trend, 
according to preliminary informa- 
tion already in our hands," Yanai 
said. 

Dun & Bradstreet is expanding its 
direct credit service computer hook- 
up between its offices here and its 
offices in Europe next month, it is 
announced. Information on one mil- 
lion companies in France, West Ger- 
many. Italy, Holland. Belgium and 
Switzerland will be available for the 
company’s annual subscribers to its 
credit services. 

Last September on-line computer 
connection was established with En- 
gland, providing up-to-date in- 
formation on 300.000 companies, 
and in January the same was done 
for some six million companies in the 
U.S.

TEL AVIV. - Yesterday’s trading 
represented a major mystery: Given 
that more issues fell than rose, and 
sharply falling shares had a large 
plurality over sharply rising ones: 
given, too. that the "arrangement" 
group, far from supporting the 
whole share market, as ii so often 
does, actually fell marginally - how 
was it that the General Share Index 
succeeded in rising, and that the 
non-bank index put on more than 
1%? 

The answer is one word: Koor. 
This industrial giant, a tiny fraction 
of whose shares are registered for 
trading (and these are soliliquid that 
they only traded once a week) 
yesterday managed to propel the 
market higher almost single- 
handedly. by dint of u mammoth 
57% jump. 

This performance is extraordinary 
in more ways than one. First of all. 
gains of this magnitude are rare in 
any event. Second. Koor is usually a 
very placid share, in practice more of 
a doUar-linked bond, and it tends to 
move steadily but un dramatically 
higher in its weekly trading session. 
Third, very few shares, whatever 
their individual performance, can 
have such an affect on the market. 

Yet the facts show that Koor. 
along with Central Trade and Clar 
Industries, shoved the '•industrial 
investment” sub-section of the in- 
dustrials index up by S.85%- The 
resultant rise in the industrials, along 
with the rise in the investment com- 
panies. succeeded in outweighing 
falls in non-''arranement" banks.

Hotels. Tourism 
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Continuity with a new face 


AFTER SEVERAL years under the rule of elderly and sickly 
leaders who were too infirm much of the time to even appear in 
public, the Soviet Union at last has a relatively young (54) and 
seemingly dynamic chief in the person of Mikhail Gorbachov. 

The new secretary general of the Soviet Communist Party 
was reportedly tapped for the succession already by the ailing 
Yuri Andropov, in 1983. But when the actual choice had to be 


made, at the end of that year, the Soviet ancients preferred one 
of their own, the venerable and safe Konstantin Chernenko, to 


the somewhat alarming upstart from the provinces. The alarm 
stemmed in some measure from the suspicion that a young man 
at the top of the Soviet heap could, in time, re-establish a 
Stalin-type dictatorship. 

What the central committee members wanted was to assure 
the survival of Soviet communism as a party oligarchy, in which 
the secretary general is only a primus inter pares. 

This week they must have been satisfied that this oligarchy 
might profit from the infusion of some fresh blood, and that Mr. 
Gorbachov, young and dynamic as he is, will not seek to 
overturn the system, at least not in their lifetime. -Mr. Gor- 
bachov may prove a great charmer abroad, leading the “Iron 
Lady/’ Margaret Thatcher, to pronounce him on close inspec- 
tion as fit to do business with. But at home he almost totally 
lacks any personal power base, which is the essential condition 
of personal rule. 

Unlike his predecessors, Mr. Gorbachov did not win the 
ultimate prize through a power struggle, but was handed it on a 
silver platter by older colleagues. His sponsors must have 
agreed, in advance, that he would remain, if not their captive, 
then still within the confines of their collective rule. 

Mr. Gorbachov’s “unanimous” election is, therefore, a 
harbinger of continuity rather than change. Although the new 
secretary general supported the Andropov campaign against 
corruption, he must be well aware that his own chances of 
successfully renewing it, in the face of sabotage by the 
nomenklatura, are not better than those of the late former head 
of the KGB. The economic decentralization which he is 
supposed to favour will surely not be allowed to proceed far 
enough to trigger regional autonomy, which would be the death 
of the totalitarian Soviet polity. 

In foreign affairs, too, there is no reason to anticipate any 
startling innovations, certainly not before the next party 
congress, which is due to be held next year. The confrontation 
with the West will be maintained, but an effort will presumably 
be made to bring it under some measure of control. 

Soviet concessions on arms control will not, however.* be 
forthcoming unless they are reciprocated, for example, by 
President Reagan’s scrapping of his “strategic defence initia- 
tive” - better known as the “Star Wars” programme - which , in 
the Kremlin view, would tilt the strategic balance decisively in 
America's favour. 

The possibility of a slight shift by the Soviets towards greater 
pragmatism may be indicated by the emergence this week of 
Andrei Gromyko, the veteran foreign minister, and now also 
first deputy premier, as a major power broker. For it was 
probably, as the Russians would say, no coincidence that the 
“pragmatic” Mr. Gromyko was picked to place Mr. Gor- 
bachov’s candidacy before the central committee. The real test 
of Mr. Gromyko’s strength, however, will be his ability to cut 
down to size his old-time “ideological” foe, Boris Ponomarev, 
head of the central committee’s international department. 

It is on this that the prospect of any improvement in relations 
between the Soviet Union and Israel largely depends, A 
restoration of diplomatic ties seems ruled out until, and unless, 
this country accepts the full Soviet recipe for peace, including 
withdrawal from “all the” occupied territories. But in the past 
every move made by Mr. Gromyko towards even limited 
rapprochement was opposed by Mr. Ponomarev with a torrent 
of obscene anti-Zionist, and anti-Semitic, propaganda. 

If Mr. Gromyko now prevails, some little relaxation in the 
present tensions between Moscow and Jerusalem may conceiv- 
ably result. And the present draconian restrictions on Jewish 
emigration from the Soviet Union may perhaps be loosened 
somewhat. But there is no reason to expect any radical change 
in the Kremlin’s attitude - at least not outside the context of a 
renewed detente, which does not yet seem to be on the cards.

The Jewish group also expressed 
disappointment at the lack of Israeli- 
Egyprian normalization, particularly 
Egypt's opposition to the moving of 
Costa Rica's and El Salvador's 
embassies to Jerusalem and Egyp- 
tian opposition to a similar move by 
Uruguay. According to Bialkin, 
Mubarak replied that peace is a 
process and he would like to move it 
forward as conditions permit. 

Mubarak was more forthcoming 
in a meeting with six members of the 
Congressional Black Caucus, an 
organization of 20 black members of 
the House of Representatives. 
According to group chairman Mick- 
ey Leiand (Democrat-Texas), 
Mubarak told the Representatives 
he wanted aid parity with Israel and 
asked their help in getting it. Mubar- 
ak also pointed out Egypt's difficul- 


ties in meeting interest payments on 
previous loans. 

The Black Caucus has traditional- 
ly been very supporti ve of Israel and . 
in turn, Jewish members of Congress 
have been very supportive of black 
initiatives, particularly anti- 
apartheid measures. 


In New York on Monday. Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i warned the 
delegation from the Conference of 
Presidents that it should not be mis- 
led by certain gestures and pro- 
nouncements that Mubarak might 
make. 


Noting that Mubarak is “from the 
Orient," Moda'i told the group: “All 
I want to bring up is that in your 
discussions (with Mubarak) you 
should try to sieve the truth from 
imagination and the tangible from 
the intangible... Even we Israelis (in 
discussion with Egyptians) tend to 
lose track of what is imaginary and 
what is fact.”

rials that the time was not right for 
such measures, 

Moda'i and Treasury Director- 
General Emmanuel Sharon stressed 
that the U.S. is not trying to force 
Israel to impose what the State De- 
partment considers the right mea- 
sures. 

Moda'i said the administration 
agreed to grant Israel supplementary 
aid, part of which will be delivered in 
the near future. He said exact figures 
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and a timetable for payment had not 
been discussed. 

Prior to ModaTs return. Treasury 
sources told The Jerusalem Post that 
Moda'i was promised grants of some 
SI. 5 to $1.6 billion in the U.S. fiscal 
years 1985 and 19S6. 

Moda'i said that some hours be- 
fore he went in to his first meeting 
with Secretary of State George 
Shultz, Undersecretary of Slate 
Allen Wallis told Congress that 
Israel would not receive the addi- 
tional aid. 

According to Moda'i, that deci- 
sion was reversed after the meetings. 
At the last session of talks the Amer- 
icans recognized that the medicine 
they were recommending for the 
Israeli economy might not be 
appropriate after all. 

Both Moda'i and director-general 
Sharon told reporters that the U.S. 
now recognizes that Israel is moving 
in the right direction. “They think 
that some steps are not being taken 
fast enough or with enough strength, 
but they say that the course is right/* 
Sharon added. 



THE BRIEF reign of Konstantin 
Chernenko came to its natural end. 
and It would be a waste of time to 
discuss what was special about it. 
Probably nothing, aside from the 
long, internal political struggle that 
accompanied it, which now seems to 
have been resolved in a consensus. 

It would be, however, a grave 
mistake to regard the new Soviet 
leader. Mikhail Gorbachev - at 54. 
the youngest man dice Stalin to hold 
the reins of power- as a nan in abso- 
lute control. If Brezhnev, Andropov and 
Chernenko came to power as a result 
of their own efforts to create coali- 
tions and to expand their power 

bases, Gorbachev did not. 

His career reflects a quick and 
smooth rise to power as a result of 
the system of party promotion and 
some" use of connections. He was 
probabiy a minor member of a coali- 
tion led' by the (ate Mikhail Suslov. 
Until 1946. Suslov was the first 
secretary of the Stavropol party pro- 
vincial committee (from which Gor- 
bachev came), and, according to 
Soviet political custom, Suslov con- 
tinued to “supervise" it thereafter. 
No important party nomination 
could have been made without the 
direct or indirect approval of this 
. powerful Soviet leader, who died 
only in 1982. 

The Stavropol party organization 
supplied the Politburo with Fedor 
Kulakov, who died suddenly in 1978. 
Gorbachev replaced him immediate- 
ly in each case - first as Stavropol 
first secretary and then as a Polit- 
buro member. Like Kulakov, Gor- 
bachev was responsible for agricul- 
ture. as Stavropol is one of the 
largest and most mechanized agri- 
cultural provinces in the USSR. Its 
party secretary Is regarded as the 
expert on agriculture. 

There is no drama in Gorbachev's 
biography. He was born to a family 
of Kuban farmers, which like all 
southern Russian peasants were 
more developed culturally and more 
independent than the peasants of 
central Russia since there was no 
serfdom in southern Russia. 

Gorbachev graduated from the

faculty of law of Moscow University 
in 1955. I belong to his generation 
and had some friends in that faculty 
at that time. That generation of 
students saw the last Stalin years, 
when a violent anti-Western frenzy 
and anti- Semi cism were officially 
cultivated. An average Russian 
member of the Komsomol youth 
could not escape this morbid influ- 
ence, especially at Moscow Uni- 
versity. which was a hotbed of anti- 
Western and anti-Jewish witch- 
hunting. 

This does not. however, exclude a 
certain idealism in this generation, 
growing from a feeling of identifica- 
tion with and belonging to the new 
superpower, which was destined to 
establish a new world order. This 
generation witnessed a period of 
rapid Soviet expansion and impress- 
ive Communist victories in China, 
Vietnam and Eastern Europe. 


THE YOUNG GORBACHEV was 
soon enlisted in Komsomol ideolo- 
gical work, which incidentally was 
fully under Suslov 's control. The 
Soviet emigrant writer Vladimir 
Maximov, who knew Gorbachev 
then through his work on the Stavro- 
pol yonth newspaper, says he was 
typical of Komsomol officials at that 
time - moderately critical of what 
was happening in the country and 
wanting improvement. But like 
other officials, Gorbachev could not 
deviate too much from the party 
line. Otherwise be might spoil bis 


career. He was a typical Soviet 
apparatchik. 

There is doc much evidence avail-, 
able on his political life until 1982.’ 
Soon after Suslov's death. , while 
Brezhnev was in power. Gorbachev 
showed himself to be a hard-liner. 

When Brezhnev suggested Sdviet- 
‘ Chinese detente. Gorbachev, who 
was visiting Indo-China, ignored this 
appeal in a speech he gave. In this he. 
followed the old Suslov. hard-line 
approach to China. Certainly one 
can not jump to conclusions on the 
basis of this speech, but it seems that 
Gorbachev was among the opposi- 
tion to the Brezhnev group. There 
were rumours that- Gorbachev- 
opposed Yuri Andropov's nomina- 
tion, but later something happened, 
and Gorbachev quickly rose in poli- 
tical importance. He had a real ; 
biological advantage m terms of age 
over other Politburo members as a 
prospective Soviet leader: he was, 
however. Challenged by older Grig- 
ory Romanov, who definitely be- 
longed to the most extreme group of 
the Soviet leadership. 

Many observers had hoped that 
Gorbachev would be nominated as 
the first secretary after Andropov, 
but that was not to be. Nevertheless, 
Gorbachev was firmly regarded as 
No.2 in the Soviet hierarchy- under 
Chernenko. The former Suslov 
coalition collapsed under the burden 
of age, and Gorbachev was per- 
ceived as an ideal candidate for the: 
party secretaryship. He was young,

of old and rick leaders, who could 
. not even appear in public, demoral- 
ized political life. And because Gor- 
bachev hid nopersohalpowcrbase, 
he was less dangerous to colleagues 
as a potential, dictator than, “for ex- 
ample.

leadership includes people over 80, 
it is all the more important for Gor- 
bachev’s colleagues to- secure their*' 
positions. They iaU began thrirpoli- . 
tical careers nnder Stalin and were- 
traumatized by his reign for the rest, 
of their lives/ *; 
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SO ONE CAN say that Gorbachev 
has become the new leader of die 
Soviet Union as agiftfrom hs senior 
colleagues, andtfetfectcannot help 
but infiuence-hhn^ asnominalleader ' 
of the party-. - _j.

hostility and rudeness that Ram 
Evron showed to Jerry Falwell in his 
■‘This is ihe time” TV programme of 
March 4. 

Falwell had. in Evron's view, 
much to answer for. much to justify:

homosexuality: his continued adher- 
ence. despite his apparent friendli- 
ness to Jews, to the doctrines of his 
own religion. Surely he had ulterior 
motives for supporting Israel?

Evron dismissed with contempt 
FaJwell's mention of the millions of 
dollars his organization has contri- 
buted to the poor in America and the 
starving in Sudan: “That's charity, 
not social justice.” Evron sneered. 

Viewers eager to discover just 
what Evron means by dedication to 
moral issues and social justice were 
presently to be enlightened. His next 
guest of the evening was Denis Goid- 
berg. recently released from a South 
African jail. Evron now exchanged 
the icy hostility he had displayed :o 
Falwell for an attitude of oily 
sycophancy. Whereas the Christian 
Falwell had to justify his Zionism, 
the Marxist Goldberg, who has 
announced his anti-Zionism at 
approximately hourly intervals since 
his arrival at Ben-Gurion Airport, 
was not asked ;i single hard question 
about his involvement in and doctri- 


naire dedication to violence. Indeed. 
Goldberg was offered to viewers as 
living embodiment of that high mor- 
al principle and devotion to “social 
justice” lacking in Falwell. 

No doubt Evron has been greatly 
impressed by the moral quality of 
Goldberg's assertion, published 
since his TV appearance, that “ter- 
ror... is not a moral issue.”

As the Test 
of the world did not care a damn 
about my people, we could only care 
for and depend on ourselves and be 
grateful to rhose who allowed us this 
freedom. 

Over the years things have 
changed. Mr. Goldberg, or maybe in 
his bitterness and seclusion, he has 
not noticed it. Hungs are still chang- 
ing and the situation of the coloured 
peoples is improving. During my last 
visit to South Africa one year ago, I 
noticed Coloureds. Africans and In- 
dians. in all the free professions; 
skilled trades and business manage- 
ment. Their quality of life, by and 
large, is better than in any country 
on the African continent as well as 
many of the third-world countries. 
Admittedly, there still remains a lot 
to be done, but then Rome wasn't 
built in a dav. 
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Israel is isolated in the world and 
has very few dependable friends to- 
day. among the most dependable, 
the Republic of South Africa.
